The Selectmen and Sewer Commissioners organized on January 21, 
1952 as follows: Willis D. McLean, Chairman; John H. White, Clerk; 
John J. Burke, Edward J. Delaney and Levi S. Thompson. 

During the year 41 regular meetings and 11 special meetings were 
held. 

The Town continues to grow and with its growth additional problems 
have arisen which your Selectmen have endeavored to meet, to the end 
that the burdens on the tax payers may not be too burdensome and yet 
provide the additional services that are required. The school housing 
problem has been given careful study by Committees appointed by the 
Moderator for that purpose. Additional water supply has become 
imperative and steps have been taken to insure adequate supplies for the 
immediate future. New facilities for the Fire and Police Departments, so 
long needed, are about to become a realty and new equipment has been 
made available by action of the Town Meeting. Many problems still 
confront the Town and in solving these, the concerted efforts of all 
Departments of the Towns will be necessary so that Walpole will continue 
to be one of the most progressive towns in the Commonwealth. 

During the year the Town was saddened by the loss of John J. White, 
Henry F. Rowe and J. Merrick Gray. Mr. White was a member of the 
Board of Selectmen from 1937 to 1942. His concientious service on the 
Board, his wise advice and counsel and deep interest in the well-being of 
the Town will always be remembered The Town can be gratful for the 
good service he rendered to his fellow citizens. Mr Rowe was a member 
of the Appropriation Committee for six years. His engineering knowledge 
was of particular value to the Committee, making him one of its most 
valued members. Mr. Gray served as a member of the Board of Registrars 
for many years and was Probation Officer of the Western Norfolk District 
Court. His long years of service and wide acquaintance, coupled with a 
sense of fairness in all he did, endered him to a host of friends in all walks 
of life. For the unselfish and devoted services of these officials, the 
Selectmen on behalf of the townspeople express deep appreciation. Their 
memories and good works will long endure. 

An attempt has been made to more effectively present a record of 
the Town’s activities, its finances and pertinent statistics in this Town 
Report. It is hoped that all taxpayers and residents of Walpole will study 
it carefully. The business of the Town is the business of every citizen of 
the Town. An informed and interested citizenship is the best guarantee 
for the continuance of our way of life.

The relocation and construction of a portion of Diamond Street at 
the bad curve near the Diamond Pond was started during the year, two 
large culverts were layed, three head walls completed and fill added. An 
appropriation will be requested to complete this project next year. 

The uncompleted portion of bituminous concrete sidewalk on 
Moose Hill Road was installed during the year. Coolidge Road, a portion 
of Hoover Road, Plain Street and Lewis Park Drive North and South 
were reshaped, scarified and tarred. 

The following streets were surface treated: Common Street from 
Washington Street to the Sharon line, High Plain Street from East Street 
to the Sharon town line, Fuller Avenue, West Street from Cedar 
Street to the Norfolk town line, Lincoln Road from the residence of the 
Lewis family to the Norfolk town line, Winter Street from the Railroad 
Bridge to the Norfolk Town line, East Street from Plimpton Street to 
Bird Street, Short Street, Washington Street from Short to Bird, Hutchin- 
son Road, Plimpton Street, Everett Street, Fisher Street, from the end of 
the mixed in place to Ellis Greenhouse, Old Post Road from High Plain 
to Wompatuck Road, Neponset Avenue, Lewis Avenue from the end of 
type I surface to the end of the road. Marguerite Road, Carpenter Road, 
Bonnie Road, Granite Street, Allen Street, North Street from the residence 
of Mr. Miner to the residence of Mr. Morse. Mason Street, Baker Street, 
Killeen Road, Park Lane, Woodland Road, Allen Road, Lake Avenue, 
Prospect Street, Grover Street, Hale Road, Walnut Street and Pemberton 
Street from the residence of Ciannevie to Walnut Street. 

1250 lineal feet of South Street from Washington Street southerly 
was widened and treated with mixed in place surface. 

Brush was cut on various streets. 

Sidewalk repairs were made on Main Street, Woodlawn Road, 
Common Street, East Street, Lewis Avenue and aprons installed on several 
streets. 

The Town purchased a Hough Pay Loader equipped with a semi- 
enclosed cab. A one half ton pick-up truck was also purchased Other 
than our patrol sweeper, a 1946 Ford Dump Truck, the remaining 
equipment appears to be in satisfactory condition. 

I am, however, recommending replacement of our 1941 Mack Dump 
Truck with no trade-in and retain the old chassis for the mounting of a 
power shovel to be requested in 1954. 


Chapter 90 Construction and Maintenance 


Under this program the construction portion consisting of the widen- 
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ing, draining and rebuilding of Washington Street from the end of the 
1951 construction to North Lewis Park Drive for which an appropriation 
of $8,000 was voted at the annual Town Meeting and the State allocated 
a like amount. Bids for this project were received at 100 Nashua Street 
by the State Department of Public Works on July 22nd. 

A contract at $12,462.20 was awarded to S. M. Lorusso & Sons, Inc., 
low bidders. The construction consisted of a mixed-in-place surface 
30 feet wide and a complete new drainage system. 

For the maintenance of this program the town appropriated $2,000 
and the County and State each made grants of like amount. The following 
work was completed, all catch basins cleaned, and brush cut on Short 
Street, Common Street from Washington Street to the Sharon Town Line, 
High Plain Street from East Street to Sharon Town line, West Street from 
Cedar Street to the Norfolk Town line, Lincoln Road from Norfolk 
Town line 850 feet northeasterly, East Street from Lewis Farm to Bird 
Street, Washington Street, Short Street, and Bird Street, surface treated. 

A drainage system was installed in North Street from Fisher Street 
to the residence of Parker Chick eliminating a bad situation existing in 
that location. 


Purchasing Department 


As in previous years this department, through careful canvassing of 
various dealers with due recognition to our local merchants and suppliers, 
has operated successfully. In establishing a list of pre-qualified bidders 
we are enabled to invite bids or quotations by mail or ‘phone and be 
assured that ouotations will be made in good faith and by firms that are 
reliable from the stand point of furnishing materials as specified and in 
the required quantities, at promised delivery date. 


Water Department 


The large amount of work in our well field, the renewal of old services 
accompanying the large amount of new services and installation of new 
mains as well as the routine work of the department kept the department 
very busy and involved overtime work on many occasions. 

The elevated tank at West Walpole, the tank at South Walpole and 
the 660,000 gallon stand-pipe at High Plain Street were repaired and the 
interior and exterior of each painted. 

All driven wells at the pumping station were cleaned and repaired 
with calgon treatment given to wells No. 41 to No. 78 inclusive. There 
remains some additional work on two lines to be done which it is hoped 
to complete during the coming year. 

Explorations for an additional water supply were carried on during 
the year. Over 70 sites were tested and many of these had water bearing 
soil formation but all were of limited capacity. From these tests it 
appeared evident that any ground water supply must be obtained from 
more than one source. 
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Two sites, Mine Brook Site, off Robbins Road and a site northeasterly 
of the existing well field offer some prospects of increasing the water 
supply. 

The installation of a gravel wall well at Mine Brook Site is under 
contract and an appropriation will be requested the coming year for a well 
at the existing well field. 

Upon the completion of these two wells it is expected it will be 
possible to eliminate any curtailment in the use of water during the 
summer months. 

The three motors at the pumping station were repaired this year 
and considerable work done on the Diesel motor. This power unit is in 
very poor condition, however, and should be replaced. 

During the replacing of the deck to the Old Colony Railroad Bridge 
on East Street near the intersection of Kendall Street, the 12” water main 
was relocated approximately two feet northeasterly, thereby widening the 
roadway over the bridge. This main is now supported by the girder of 
the bridge and eliminates the steel structure which originally supported it. 

129 services were added during the year making a total of 2661 and 
5 renewals. The following mains were added: 


588 lineal feet 8” pipe in South Street 

505 lineal feet 6” pipe in Main Street 

387 lineal feet 6” pipe in Winter Street 
326 lineal feet 6” pipe in William Street 
824 lineal feet 6” pipe in Norfolk Street 
125 lineal feet 6” pipe in Coolidge Avenue 


Hydrants were added to the system on Main Street, Winter Street, 
Norfolk and South Street. The total output of the Station for the year was 
587,184,000 gallons of water being a decrease of 11,565,000 gallons from 
last year. Restrictions on the use of water during the Summer months were 
again necessary. 


Tree Department 


Efforts to combat the Dutch Elm disease continued this year. Through 
the cooperation of the Massachusetts Forest and Park Association, an elm 
census with a report and recommendation was prepared. Elms affected 
with the disease and a few dead trees in various locations throughout the 
Town were removed and burned. Aerial spraying was done along the 
highways and Memorial Park and the water shed sprayed for the control 
of mosquitos. 


Electrical Department 


952 inspections were completed. 

Regular maintenance of electrical equipment and monthly inspections 
of all motor and emergency lights in town owned buildings were 
performed. Among other installations were: 

1. overhead lighting fixtures in the Bird School Auditorium. 
2. duplex receptacles in Room 112 High School. 
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new meter connection at pumping station. 

fluorescent fixtures in mechanical drawing room at the High School. 
duplex receptacles in Center Library and East Walpole Library. 
new service for skating rink in Memorial Park. 

exhaust fan in teachers room at the High School. 

Balanced lighting load at the High School. 

wired various public buildings for chest X-Ray trucks. 

replaced damaged wiring in part of the High School attic. 

installed feeders for Christmas lighting.

Sewer Department 


42 house connections were made during the year, making a total of 
615 services in our system. 946.5 feet of lateral sewer construction was 
completed making a total now in our sewer system of 78453.3 lineal 
feet and 14.86 miles excluding house connections. 


Our department was saddened last April 14th by the death of 
Mrs. Margaret E. Willis, a former Clerk in the Public Works Department, 
a position she had held for twenty-seven years, before her retirement in 
1949. 

Mrs. Willis was born in Walpole July 4, 1879 and with the 
exception of a brief residence in Connecticut resided here all of her life. 

She was a widow of the late Walter E. Willis and is survived by 
a son, Harold E. Willis, three grandchildren and a sister, Miss Katherine J. 
Higgins, former Town Clerk.

Health Department 


This department is under the administration of Dr. Francis J. 
Allendorf, who, during the year, has given efficient service to the Town. 

Due to the increase in housing developments, the duties of this 
department have materially increased. 

In the latter part of the year one of the two hospitalized cases at the 
Norfolk County Hospital was discharged; therefore, but one case remained 
at the close of the year. 

The public dump site was changed this year from Robbins Road to 
Main Street, Cedar Swamp, and has been maintained in a satisfactory 
mannet. 

Garbage has been collected efficiently during the year. 

A report of the Health Officer will be found elsewhere in this report. 
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Plumbing Inspector 


Two hundred fifty-three (253) inspections were made during the 
year, and satisfactory workmanship has been done throughout the town. 
All complaints relative to plumbing were inspected and taken care of, 
the details of which are on file in the Engineer’s office. 

I have also inspected and passed eighty (80) cesspools, which are 
on file at the Engineers office.

Inspector of Milk 


Fifty-six licenses were granted for sale of milk and cream, fifteen of 
these to producers or dealers, and forty-one to stores and restaurants. 

Four licenses for operation of pasteurization plants were granted. 

A total of sixty-eight dollars in license fees was collected and turned 
over to the Town Treasurer. 

Usual inspections of dairy animals, premises and samples of dairy 
products were made. 

Records of microscopic appearance, bacteria count, total solids, 
butterfat percentage and, in a few cases, flavor, for all licensed dairies 
show the milk sold in Walpole to be very satisfactory. Nearly all milk 
is NOW pasteurized.

Although marked progress was made during the past year, there is 
no yardstick by which service to the sick can be measured. The nursing 
problem is a vital factor in the health of the community. It is the safety 
valve by which the health of society is measured and maintained. 

The additional 378 visits made by the two staff nurses during 1952 
reflect the wide scope of activities undertaken to lessen prolonged 
disability and shorten the period of convalescence and prevent the spread 
of disease. 

In addition to nursing the acute and chronically ill, and giving 
maternity care, the Visiting Nurses have undertaken to make periodic 
check-ups on all children from birth to the age of 2 years. 

The Visiting Nurse Association has also been the medium through 
which many of the townspeople have been able to secure assistance with 
their home duties during illness or convalescence. 

Many organizations and individuals have been helpful in carrying out 
our Public Health Program, and to these Mrs. Breazeale and myself 
extend our most sincere thanks.

The Board of Public Welfare respectfully submits the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1952. 

It is with gratification that this department for the second consecutive 
year shows a decrease in the money expended in all categories of relief 
with the exception of Disability Assistance. This new category of 
assistance was in operation for only a part of the year 1952. 

The Social Security Act, Title IV, Aid to Dependent Children, has 
been amended as follows: “A State Plan for Aid to Dependent Children 
must... Effective July 1, 1952, provide for prompt notice to appropriate 
law-enforcement officials of the furnishing of Aid to Dependent Children 
in respect of a child who has been deserted or abandoned by a parent.” 
This department has met this new requirement in all cases where the 
cause of dependency was due to desertion or abandonment by a parent or 
parents. 

Effective October 1, 1952, Federal Matching in Old Age Assistance, 
Aid to Dependent Children and Disability Assistance, was increased thus 
lowering the burden on the local community for assistance payments. 

In accordance with Chapter 801 of the Acts of 1951, liens were placed 
on all real estate owned by persons receiving assistance. The purpose of 
the lien is to secure repayment of assistance granted on and after 
January 1, 1952. Applicants for and recipients of Old Age Assistance 
and Disabiilty Assistance shall be eligible so far as real estate ownership 
is concerned provided that the person understands that the town will have 
a lien on his property. During the year 1952 no recoveries were made and 
no lien was enforced against any real property; however one case for 
recovery was pending at the close of the year. 

A report of all receipts and expenditures will be found in the financial 
report of the Town Accountant. 

We wish to express our sincere appreciation to Town Officials, Town 
Departments, private and public organizations and all others who have 
in any way cooperated with our Department.

Counselling veterans and their dependents continues to be the main 
function of this office. Many veterans are taking advantage of this service. 
However, others are going ahead and trying to get things done without 
using the information on hand here at their Town Hall. This often 
makes it more difficult to straighten out their difficulties when they run 
into a snarl of one kind or another. We don’t pretend to have all the 
answers to veterans’ problems, but from experience and being familiar with 
various organizations who handle all types of veterans’ affairs, this office 
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feels sure that much time and anxiety can be saved if the veteran would 
make more use of this office before they start out on their own. The office 
is set up and run for the benefit of all veterans and their dependents — 
take advantage of it, and make use of it when a problem arises. 

To my knowledge and belief, there has never been a veteran or his 
dependent who inquired for information or help at this office who didn’t 
benefit in some way. This has been accomplished by the continued 
cooperation of the veterans of the Town of Walpole with this office. I am 
sure that many others could be helped if they only request the aid this 
department can afford them. 

The Director of Veterans’ Services in the Town of Walpole, is also 
the Veterans’ Agent for the Town. He acts as the direct representative of 
the Board of Selectmen in disbursing Town and State Funds to needy and 
worthy veterans and their dependents when they are eligible. Many times, 
the veteran or his dependents could have received much more aid if they 
had applied when the need arose. I would like to point out that no aid 
can be given for expenses incurred prior to date of application. 

My many thanks to the veterans, their dependents, local merchants, 
employees, and Town Officials for their continued cooperation with this 
office.

-On January Ist, 1952 the District Court of Western Norfolk moved 
from Walpole to Wrentham which accounts for some of the increased 
mileage and expense on the cruising cars that means about 16 miles for a 
-round trip in handling cases in Court. 


In some cases, both cruisers have been taken to court because of the 
number of cases and witnesses involved in the same, and I think it is safe 
to estimate a number of about 190 trips have been made during the past 
year. 


On June Ist, the Police Department went on a five day week schedule 
as voted by the Town at the 1952 Annual Town Meeting. 


During the year all members of the Police Department have taken 
a 26 hour course of instruction on First Aid and have successfully passed 
all examinations on the same. 


Spring and Fall target practice and the use of firearms, under the 
direction of Sergeant John Buckley and Department Firearms Instructor 
Kurt Groote, have taken place at the Sportsman’s Rifle Range at 
West Walpole. 


Teams are now shooting in competition with neighboring towns. 


Plans have been completed for a thirty-two hour course of instruction 
in general police procedure, defensive tactics, proper methods of investi- 
gating crimes committed, the preservation of important evidence and the 
advantages of laboratory examination of the same. 


Instructions will be given by a picked crew of F.B.I. Agents attached 
to the Boston Office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 


To cope with the fast growing traffic problems which face any town 
with business, industry, and through traffic routes such as Walpole, I 
would like to suggest that an engineering survey be made as to proper 
steps to be taken to relieve conditions on Main, Common and East Streets. 


I would recommend that the Town enlarge its Municipal Parking 
Space to relieve congestion on Main Street and extend its boulevard lights 
from Front Street to Kendall Street, on Main Street. 


In completing this yearly report, I wish to express my sincere 
appreciation to the Members of the Department, Town Officials, Town 
Counsel, and the Engineering Department for their cooperation in handling 
the may police problems which come to our attention during the course 
of a year. 
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Fire Department 


The rapid growth of the Town carries with it a real need for replace- 
ment of old equipment if fire protection service is to be maintained at 
past levels. I cannot stress enough the urgency of the appointment of a 
sufficient number of permanent firemen in a town of our population and 
valuation. 

During the year we received the new Junior Aerial Ladder Truck 
authorized at the 1951 Annual Town Meeting. This truck was immediately 
put into service. At Central Fire Station we are now fairly well equipped 
and up to date. We must continue our equipment replacement program 
in the other sections of the Town. The Chief’s car was replaced with a 
Ford Country Sedan. This type vehicle has proven much more serviceable 
than the passenger car under all conditions. The equipment of the 
department now consists of the following vehicles:

The usual training drills were carried out during the year. In 
addition weekly practice sessions were conducted during the summer 
season with the new equipmént at Central Fire Station. This was an 
unusual year for woods fires. Many of them were potential conflagrations. 
and it was only by hard fast work by the men of the departments that these 
fires did not cause more disastrous damage to homes and woodlands. 

I wish to express my sincere appreciation for these efforts at a time 
when they were so desperately needed. 

There were a total of 183 alarms for fires, not including the Still 
Alarms. This is over a twenty percent increase in the number of alarms 
transmitted the previous year. 

Property loss to buildings approximated $18,000.00. 

The following permits were issued during the year:

921 Permits for open air fires

Fire Alarm Maintenance 


During the year five old style fire alarm boxes were replaced with 
new boxes. This rounded out the fourth year of the box replacement 
program. Results can now be noticed at many locations on the system. 

The State Inspector condemned one of the air tanks at the South 
Fire Station early in the year. This was immediately replaced to conform 
to standards. The South air whistle and tape register were factory recon- 
ditioned and returned to service. 

All fire alarm boxes were checked for defects and operation. Various 
box poles were painted insofar as time and conditions warranted. Actual 
alarms were sounded from fire alarm boxes on the system for regular 
monthly meetings. This gives a positive check and record of such special 
tests. One new fire alarm extension was approved and completed on 
Carpenter Road and a new box, number 383, installed at Hutchinson 
and Carpenter Road. One new box was installed on existing facilities at 
Norfolk and West Street. This box, number 81, was listed as a telephone 
location previous to this installation. 

The wire replacement program continued as in the past. Interrup- 
tions to service were negligible, only two were recorded during the year, 
the wire replacement program is the main factor in keeping interruptions 
at a minimum. 

During the year some of the ground work in connection with the 
New Fire Station was completed. One manhole was built and two 
hundred feet of conduit was installed. The material necessary for change- 
over to the new fire station was ordered to cover outside construction. 
Considerable time was spent on specifications and conferences for the 
fire alarm installation for the new station. 

A total of 1,470 manhours were expended on maintenance, upkeep, 
and new construction on the fire alarm system during the year. 

I wish to thank the personnel of the Public Utilities for their co- 
operation throughout the year. I also would like to take this Opportunity 
of complimenting the men who do the maintenance and construction 
on the fire alarm system, their cooperation and willingness to maintain 
service under all conditions has been outstanding. ;

Civil Defense 


ROGER TURNER, Dzrector 


Pursuant to Executive Order of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
the Civil Defense Organization of the Town of Walpole, Massachusetts, 
has continued to operate as set up in 1950. Although most divisions of 
the Walpole Civil Defense Organization are being maintained on an 
inactive basis, coordination with Town of Walpole departments such as 
police, fire, school, and engineering, and Walpole Chapter, American Red 
Cross, should insure immediate activation in the event of necessity. 


Office details, reports and statistical data are efficiently administered 
by a part-time clerk, Wesley A. Beaulieu. 


The highlight of the last few months has been the voluntary and 
enthusiastic establishment of a communications network by the radio 
amateurs of the Town. This network is geared to handle emergency 
communications during disasters, such as hurricanes, ice storms, explosions, 
and enemy attack. The Town now owns its own radio equipment which 
has recently been licensed by the Federal Bureau of Communications as 
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Station W1YFA. The station is temporarily set up in the Civil Defense 
Headquarters in the Old Stone School. As part of a network of similar 
stations which link together thirty-two towns in Region Six of the State 
Civil Defense Organization, the station is now available in case of 
emergency.

1952 was a most progressive year in the library department. Our 
records show that more new borrowers were registered than in any 
previous year; more new books were added to the shelves; and, for the 
first time, more than 100,000 books were circulated in a given year. All 
this, of course, meant more behind-the-scenes activity in the library. More 
book orders were typed; more bills were checked; over 500 more books 
were cataloged than in 1951. Besides this, there were additional overdue 
notices, telephoned reserve notices, reference questions to look up, etc. 
We were pleased to note, too, that our recordings have gained in 
popularity. We now have about 60 altogether — both 78 rpms. and the 
long playing 33’s — and plan to add more at frequent intervals. 

Several book talks to Book Clubs and P.T.A. groups were given 
throughout the year by members of the Library Staff and Board of Trustees. 


Work With Children 


In spite of competition offered by television and social activities, the 
circulation of children’s books again increased in 1952. 


A weekly Story Hour was held on Saturday mornings from November 
through March at both the Main Library and the East Walpole Branch. 
This was not only popular with the youngsters, but also with mothers who 
could use that time for shopping. Recordings were used in conjunction 
with the Story Hour at the Main Library, and next year we hope to have 
a record player for such use at the Branch. 
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Equipment 


At the East Walpole Branch a wash basin was installed for the use 
of the children. 


New cushions were provided for the window seats in the Children’s 
Room of the Main Library. A bookcase of special proportions was 
purchased for the Children’s Room to house out-size picture books. 
Although much larger than the one it replaced, it is already full. As 
everywhere else in the system, the Children’s Room is badly overcrowded. 


It has long been our desire to provide more comfortable reading 
faciltiies for our adult patrons, located as far as possible from the Reference 
Room which the young people make their headquarters. This year a 
beginning was made when we purchased a large, double-faced bookcase 
and two comfortable chairs. The bookcase serves a dual purpose. It 
provides much-needed shelf space and separates our new reading nook 
from the rest of the main Reading Room. Our 1953 project will be a 
table, lamp and another chair or two to complete the room. We also 
plan for a new floor covering for the main part of the library. 


News of Trustees

several of the meetings.

Summer visitors to the library were authors Mr. and Mrs. Jack 
Bechdolt. They autographed copies of their books for library use. Mrs. 
Bechdolt, who illustrates books under the name of Decie Merwin, presented 
the library with the original drawings of Wise House, a book published 
last year. 


Cecile Pepin Edwards, author of Party For Suzanne, visited the Main 
Library and the East Walpole Branch during Book Week to autograph 
copies of her book and talk with the children. During the year the library 
has received many gifts of books, magazine subscriptions, records, flowers, 
etc. We wish to express our appreciation and thanks for these gifts. We 
also thank the people who so kindly lent exhibits for the glass case and 
records for Story Hour use. 


During the summer vacation a reading club was organized at the 
Main Library, East and North Branches to encourage reading for pleasure. 
Apparently Walpole children did consider reading fun, because, before 
the summer was over, club membership totaled 322. 
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Several reading lists were compiled by the Children’s Librarian at 
special request. | 


Hobby and travel exhibits were lent by patrons throughout the year 
for our glass display case. Girl Scouts, Campfire Girls and Boy Scouts

Work with the schools has continued and enlarged. Sixty-three 
classroom collections were prepared during the school year.

A glance at the Enrollment Table shows how 1952 enrollments 
compare with those of 1951, the preceding year. The overall increase of 
133 was taken care of by the opening up of three additional elementary 
classrooms, and by the transfer of certain grades from one school building 
to another.

Present prediction is that the class entering Grade I in September, 
1953 will be at least 250. 


The Report of the Survey Committee dated February 1952, gives a 
clear picture of what the increasing enrollment is going to mean in the 
next few years in the way of added teachers, classrooms, furniture and 
equipment, not only in the Elementary Schools, but also in Junior and 
Senior High Schools. Indications point to the accuracy of the Survey 
Committee’s predictions. In September 1953, we shall probably need 
one additional teacher in the High School and three more in the Grades. 


Relocation of Pupils and Teachers In 1952 


In order to provide a classroom for a third First Grade at the 
Bird School, it was necessaty to remove an upper grade from the building. 
This was accomplished by moving a Sixth Grade and its teacher to an 
unoccupied room at the Plimpton School. 


Since the Plimpton Junior High School could not accommodate all 
the pupils who have customarily attended that school, it was necessary 
to transport the Seventh Grade pupils living in South Walpole to the 
Bird School. 


Until such time as more classrooms have been added through a 
building program, it will probably be necessary to make additional transfers 
similar to those mentioned above in order to make maximum use of 
every available seating space. 


Remedial Reading 


The School Committee has added to its staff a Remedial Reading 
Teacher. This step followed a lengthy study of pupil’s reading difficulties 
and where they begin to appear. This involved the use and interpretation 
of Reading Readiness Tests, Achievement Tests and follow-up. Under this 
program, the Remedial Reading Teacher discovers what 1s causing the 
pupil’s reading difficulty, and then tries to remedy the trouble through 
individual drill and other reading helps. Pupils of Grades 3-4-5 who 
have needed this type of help have been assigned to this teacher this year. 
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Coaching Teacher 


Some pupils, due to absences from school, to inattention, or other 
causes, fall behind the rest of the class and find it difficult to catch up. 
The Department has employed a teacher who acts in a tutoring capacity 
for such pupils. Pupils assigned to this teacher do not necessarily remain 
with her indefinitely. When the pupil has made up lost work, and has 
been brought up to grade, he is returned to his regular class. It is becoming 
apparent already that this service is going to have the effect of reducing 
non-promotions. 


Physical Education and Sports 


For many years, we have provided for instruction in Physical 
Education in only two years of High School. This year, the Committee 
changed the Curriculum so that Physical Education is offered and required 
in all four years of the High School Course. This brings us into line with 
current practice throughout the State. 

When the taking of Physical Training would prevent the acquiring 
of credits necessary or desirable for admission to college, the Superin- 
tendent and Principal may grant permission to omit enrollment in Physical 
Training Classes. 

A thorough physical examination is given each pupil before he or 
she is permitted to take part in sports or other intensive physical exercises. 

It is required that every pupil planning to participate in sports take 
out insurance coverage as offered by “Athletes Accident Benefit Fund” 
which is sponsored by the New England High School Principals 
Association. 

The Boys Locker Room at the High School has been provided with 
a complete new set of metal lockers. 


Playground Improvement 


The play area at the Fisher School has been completely regraded. 
A baseball diamond of “Little League” size has been constructed and a 
metal backstop erected. 


Textbook Adoption 


There is an increasing tendency toward placing a greater emphasis 
on the history and geography of the South American nations. In line 
with this trend, we have adopted for study in Grade 6, “Neighbors In 
Latin America,’ J. C. Winston Company.

If it were permissible 
to allocate this income in the form of a credit against the Annual 
Appropriation for schools, it would more truly reflect the actual cost to 
the citizens for that part of the Town Budget for which the School 
Department is responsible.

Principal of High School 
I herewith submit to you my annual report as Principal of Walpole 
High School. 
The enrollment of the school has increased this year and the number 
in the four classes is as follows:

Attendance has been good during the year and it was 94.21%. 
The holding power of the school is good and very few drop out to go 
to work. 

This year we have some changes in our courses and program. The 
work in physical training is now offered to all pupils in the school who 
pass the doctor’s examination. The different groups meet two periods 
each week. This plan is generally followed in other high schools. 

We have organized a dramatics club and science club, which meet in 
regular school time. This has meant that the length of the regular class

period has been decreased on the days these clubs meet. Walpole High 
has one of the shortest school days of any high school. When time is 
taken from our short class periods in order to provide for extra-curricula 
activities, no matter how valuable they may be, we are placing our 
standard of work in jeopardy. 


Our school continues to maintain a very high standard among 
colleges and universities. This is made possible by the good work our 
graduates have done over the years. We want to continue to prepare our 
graduates for successful college work. We cannot do this if class periods 
are decreased in length. r 


Our teachers help to maintain our high standard and are giving 
work which meet the needs and abilities of the students. Among the 
twenty-five teachers, only five have any free periods when they are not 
teaching or supervising the study hall or library. Many teachers have 
classes every period of the day. This is not a common practice in other 
high schools. 

There has been a marked increase in the driver training course. 
This year the lectures and book work are given by Mr. Davidson while 
Mr. Edwards supervises the work in the car. 

The Walpole Women’s Club has provided us with some excellent 
assembly programs. 


Supervisor of Music 


During the past school year the following concrete aims and 
objectives for the music department were established. 


Vocal Music 


A. The reading of music now takes place in the second grade, 
two-part singing in the fifth grade and three-part singing in the sixth grade. 

B. Four junior high school glee clubs have been successfully 
organized in the Bird and Plimpton Junior High Schools for those 
students who desire further concentration in music. 

C. A definite increase in the number of high school students 
actively participating in music. 

D. Operettas and concerts given by students in the junior and 
senior high schools. These public performances were primarily educa- 
tional projects for the purpose of giving an opportunity to the pupils to 
bring into practical use the information and training gained in all their 
academic subjects. All the work and growth of these performances was 
carried on by the students with the undersigned acting as adviser and 
consultant. 

E. Senior students took part in the Massachusetts Festival Chorus 
at Framingham. This coming year hopes to find the entire high school 
glee club taking active part in the State Festival as a unit and the 
advanced members participating in the New England Festival Chorus. 
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Instrumental Music 


A. Most of the attention has been concentrated upon establishing 
a good foundation in the elementary grades. Approximately eighty pupils 
are now taking advantage of elementary instrumental instruction given 
in all elementary schools by the supervisor as a definite part of the 
educational program of the schools. 

B. During the next school year, these pupils will be encouraged to 
take private lessons from competent instructors so that more individual 
attention may be offered them to meet their needs. Class instruction 
will continue as before for the new beginners. 

C. The Bird School band gave its first public performance in 
December. 

D. This Spring all those studying band and orchestra instruments 
will give a public performance. 

In the school year 1951-52 with the coming of Arthur Willey, the 
music was set up so that Mrs. Dunlevy had the younger children in the 
Bird and Stone Schools, all of Plimpton and Fisher Schools, and Music 
Appreciation, Voice and Orchestra at Walpole High School. 

In the grades, the work went along as before with weekly supervisory 
visits, and a few programs for special holiday seasons. At Bird School, 
the P.T.A. authorized the purchase of an auto-harp and song bells, both 
of which could be carried from room to room for accompanying purposes. 
These may be played by the children also, with a little instruction, and 
are great fun for them. 


Physical Education 


The physical education program of this past year is much the same 
as in the previous years. During the past year two demonstrations were 
held tur the parents, one at Fisher School in the early spring and one at 
the Plimpton School at the time of the annual P.T.A. picnic. 

The fourth grade at the Fisher School did excellently when demon- 
strating marching and exercises to command (a form of activity generally 
stressed in physical education programs of generations passed) and later 
tumbling activities and dances. (The more vigorous and popular activities 
of the present day ). 

The pupils in all grades at Plimpton School demonstrated rhythm 
activities in all grades but one which did simple relays. This affair was 
held out-of-doors on the black-top area. The fifth and sxth grades com- 
bined to show three colorful dances of the square and mixer type. 

Square dancing is -kecoming increasingly popular each year in the 
upper elementary grades, undoubtedly due to its increased adult popularity. 

This fall outdoor volley-kall games for the sixth grade were held 
after school at various school fields. All groups were represented by 
teams except the Stone School Boys who had spent the fall learning 
elementary football skills with Mr. Jackson. The teams generally consisted 
of seven girls and eight boys from each sixth grade room except Stone 
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School where fifteen girls comprised the team to play against girls from two 
other sixth grades combined. Boyden School pupils were most successful 
in that they did not lose a single match which consisted of winning two 
out of three games. Transportation was provided to and from the games 
when necessary. I felt that this was a valuable addition to our program as 
the games were well played and good sportsmanship existed throughout. 


Household Arts 


Junior High School 


The increased size of grades 7 and 8 and the shorter day of the 
elementary schools has resulted in the discontinuance of sewing classes for 
the sixth grades this year. 

The 7th and 8th grade girls have continued in their work of sewing 
machine and commercial pattern use and attractive smocks for foods 
work and cotton school costumes have been made. The Open House 
Meeting of the P.T.A. gives parents an opportunity to see what is being 
accomplished along our clothing lines. 

The foods work, correlating foods and health, comprises the study of 
basic foods, their use for proper body functioning, meal planning and 
preparation of breakfasts and luncheons that are nutritious, well balanced 
and pleasing. 

A program of personal grooming and safety in the home is an 
integral part of both clothing and foods work. 


Senior High School 


The regular Household Arts Classes I and II (Freshman and 
Sophomores) have completed the prescribed work in Foods, such as food 
preservation (including canning; making of jams, jellies and pickles) 
food buying, menu planning, food preparation; with emphasis on the 
importance of planning well-balanced economical meals. The Foods II Class 
has had their laboratory working time cut in half (to 40 minutes) so they 
have had to become expert in speed cookery. 

These classes will continue in the latter half of the year with clothing 
instruction. The Clothing I girls will work on cotton garments. Each 
girl will complete at least three projects, such as a skirt, blouse and dress. 
Many will complete more than this. Their instruction will be based on 
short cuts in sewing to produce the best results in wear and style. The 
Clothing II girls will work with wool, nylon and rayon. They will make 
three or more garments for themselves as well as a child’s garment. They 
will also make a study of basic and modern textiles. 

The Homemaking classes which admit any girl from any course in 
the High School, who has time available, have completed a Child Care 
Baby Sitter’s Course, a course in “Improving My Bedroom,” and Etiquette 
and Social Manners Course. They will continue with sewing for the rest 
of the year, making various garments according to their ability. 

The regular Household Arts HI & IV classes have studied Home 
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Management the first half of the year, and will take Home Furnishing the 
last half of the year. The Home Management course has included 
Consumer Education in buying food and clothing; budgeting; label, tags 
and advertising; and individual studies in buying. Other houehold articles 
such as towels, sheets, blankets, hosiery, cosmetics, textiles, tableware etc. 

The Home Furnishing Course takes up a detailed study of the 
Architecture of Homes, Period Furniture, and the Principals of Interior 
Decorating. This study is then put to practical work in decorating a small 
toy house. 


Manual Arts 


As of September, 1952, there were approximately three hundred 
students in grades seven through twelve enrolled in the Shop Courses. 
Through the adoption of the single session plan in the lower grade schools 
this year, it was necessary to discontinue shop instruction in the sixth 
grades. 

The courses in the seventh and eighth grades of Junior High consist 
of instruction in basic tool processes, safety, care and maintenance of 
equipment, planning, design, and elementary wood-finishing. Along with 
the above instruction the boys are given an introductory course in basic 
Mechanical Drawing, to enable them to sketch the projects which they 
contemplate making with a reasonable degree of accuracy. 

The Senior High boys who take shop work are divided into two 
courses, the Civic Arts and the Manual Arts. Although the academic side 
of the courses differ, the shop phase of each course is identical, and we 
would like to see a heavier enrollment in the Civic Arts Course. 

We are pleasd to report that work has started on the installation of a 
new lighting system in the Drafting Room. Even with the new lights 
only partly installed, the work required by the course is much easier on 
everyone's eyesight. 

Our Shop Courses cover instruction in the following areas: general 
basic tool processes; advanced tool processes; machine operation; care 
and maintenance; safety; planning; design; wood-finishing; identification 
of materials and correlation with Mechancal Drawing, Mathematics, 
Geography, Botany, Industrial History, and Civics. 

The Mechanical Drawing Courses cover instruction in Constructive 
Geometry, Orthographic Projection, Development of Surfaces, Devices for 
Transmission of Power, Small Machine Design, Architectural Drawing 
and Construction, Freehand Sketching, and Aircraft Drawing and Design. 


Health Department 


The School Nurse 


During the year of 1952, all children received physical examinations, 
and also, routine follow-up for boys and girls participating in competitive 


sports. 
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The Department of Public Health and the Department of Educaticn 
introduced a new health record card, and it is in use in the schools now. 
It is used for all children entered in Grade I this year. 

The routine testing for eyes and ears has been done as usual. 

This past year, we have had many cases of contagious diseases, 
particularly measles, and much illness caused from colds and virus 

An alarming number of physical defects need to be corrected for 
infections. 
children. A great deal of my time has been spent in informing parents 
of the need of it, and the response has been poor indeed. 

Physicians’ Report 
With the capable assistance of Miss Downing, the School Nurse, physical 
examinations of the children have been made. The defects have been 
recorded and notices sent home to the parents. The majority of our school 
children enjoy good health but there a few, after repeated notices, who 
have not had their defects corrected. 

After inspecting the school buildings the sanitary conditions were 

found to be good.

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Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee 


The Charles Fales Fund Scholarship Committee presents herein its 
eighteenth annual report. | 

The following officers were elected at the December meeting: 

Mr. Joseph Erker, Chairman and Mrs. Katharine Chick, Secretary. 

The awarding of the Scholarships is based on the following excerpts 
from the will of Lewis F. Fales: 

“In memory of my father, one hundred thousand dollars, to be known 
as the “CHARLES FALES FUND,” to the Town of Walpole, 
Massachusetts, provided, unless a Board of Commissioners of Trust Funds 
is then existing in said Town, said Town shall have created a board of 
Commissioners of Trust Funds in accordance with the laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts within two years from the time said 
Town is notified by my said Trustees so to do. The income from said 
funds to be used for scholarships to be paid as hereinafter provided to 
students, male or female of the Schools of the Town who become students 
at any university, college or institute. Such scholarships are to be as nearly 
as practical each for the sum of five hundred dollars annually, and to be 
paid to each undergraduate in a university, college, or institute to whom 
it my be awarded by a Committee to be known as the Charles Fales Fund 
Scholarship Committee,’ which Committee shall consist of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools of Walpole for the time being, the Principal of the 
High School of Walpole for the time being, and if there be any time more 
than one High School in Walpole the Principals of each High School for 
the time being, and the members for the time being of the School 
Committee or other body have charge of the Schools of Walpole. The 
awards of Scholarships shall be for one year and shall be made during 
the month of December of each and every year. It shall so far as practical 
keep in touch with the progress and standing of each student to whom an 
award of a scholarship has been made. It is not my desire to hamper in 
any way the Committee in making their award, but there are these factors 
which I desire they should take into consideration—Character, Scholarship, 
and Physical and Mental Vigor. I also desire that students wishing to 
extend their education along technical lines, shall, other things being 
equal be given preference.” 

The amount available for distribution this year was $3,512.60. In 
accordance with the provisions of the will that scholarships are to be as 
nearly as practical each for the sum of five hundred dollars, seven scholar- 
ships were awarded.

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Walpole Honors Its First Citizen

The countless friends of Willis D. McLean read with deepest regret 
his announcement, before the recent town election in Walpole, that for 
the first time in twenty years his name would not appear on tke ballot 
as a candidate for Selectman. They could not but be sad that this phase 
of so distinguished career of able, unselfish public service had to end,

even though for indisputably good reasons connected with the pressure of 
other responsibilities now making increasing calls on Mr. McLean’s time 
and energy. 

In the beginning and all through two eventful decades, the office 
sought the man. He responded with whole-hearted dedication to the 
interests and welfare of his native town and all its citizens. As Selectman 
and as Chairman of the Board for fourteen years, he discharged his 
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responsibilities in a way which will set the highest standard for his 
successors down through the years to come. 

His example will have an inspiring influence on all of us who as 
citizens have a responsibility for participating in and carrying forward the 
functions of government. Here was a young man already engrossed in 
useful and necessary activities when the call came to help his town in a 
difficult period. Even though he knew the burdens that would be involved, 
he did not refuse. Instead, he gave twenty years of invaluable service to 
his community. Too seldom are ability, unselfishness and public spirit so 
combined in one individual. 

Not only has Mr. McLean given so much to Walpole as Selectman, 
but since 1930 he has keen, and still is, a member of the important 
Town Planning Board. 

In recognition of all he has done for them, the citizens of Walpole 
and many outside friends and associates tendered to Mr. McLean and 
his family a memorable testimonial banquet at Blackburn Memorial Hall 
on the evening of January 12. The attendance of about 225 included 
many distinguished outside guests who have been associated with 
Mr. McLean in his years of public service in the state. Ably presiding 
as Toastmaster was Timothy F. Cullinane, a gifted speaker as well as 
Chief of Police of Walpole. 

The addresses at this banquet were a notable tribute to Mr. McLean 
as citizen, friend and public servant. Among the most memorable were 
those given by Registrar Rudolph King, formerly Speaker of the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives, and Axel H. Anderson, President 
of Bird & Son. 

Registrar King said in part: 

“It is a great privilege to be counted among the friends who have 
gathered here this evening to pay tribute to Willis McLean. 

“Tonight we come here to pay tribute to this fine citizen for his 
faith in God, his love of country, his accomplishments, his integrity, his 
character, and his outstanding public service. 

“Willis, you have gone about your work with pleasure; you have 
greeted us with a word of encouragement; you have been happy in the 
present and confident of the future. You have achieved a great measure 
of success in living. You have made life happier for many of us. 

“The record of service given to us by our distinguished guest of the 
evening is a challenge to you and to me, that we continue this record of 
unselfish service by our example and encourage others not to say: ‘What 
can I get from the community, state or nation?’, but rather “What can | 
give in service, so that my country will remain a land of liberty, with 
freedom for all?’ 

“Tonight Willis, I do not personally bring you worldly gifts purchased 
by silver or gold. I do, however, bring you something more precious: 
the friendly heartbeat of respect and affection. I place my hand in yours 
with a warm expression of unending confidence and friendship and appre- 
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ciation of the privilege of enjoying association with you and your frendship 
in return. 

President A. H. Anderson said in part: 

“Willis has had conferred on him many honors. I shall menticn but 
a few. 

In my opinion, the signal honor conferred on him was his election to 
the Presidency of the Massachusetts Selectman’s Association, a nonpartisan 
organization, which position he held for two years. 

“He was President of the Norfolk County Selectman’s Association 
for two years and is at present Secretary of this association. 

“Another, and I believe equally important position he has held, was 
that of the President of the Republican Club of Massachusetts and he is 
at present a Director of this Club. 

“Woven into the fabric of this success story, too, is the story of the 
young man who began his career with the Bemis Bro. Bag Co. as an 
office boy and mail clerk. He has risen to the position of Assistant Director 
of the Burlap Department of the largest company of its kind in the 
United States. This responsible position has taken him three times to 
India, Pakistan and points around the world. 

“However, I prefer to speak about Willis McLean as a man, as a 
friend, and as a neighbor, and about the warm common human qualities 
that have endeared him to all of us. 

“I think that one of the characteristics of Willis McLean which we 
all recognize and admire is his sense of fairness. Any one who approaches 
Willis with a problem, whether he be Catholic, Protestant or Jew, rich 
or poor, Republican or Democrat, is given a sympathetic and understanding 
hearing. No matter if the problem is trivial or important, if the cause 
is just, Willis usually has the happy faculty of coming up with a practical 
answer. His willingness to help when help is needed really makes him a 
town father in the truest sense of the word. 

“We are going to miss the wise counsel of our Senior Selectman. 
The cool, calm and thoughtful judgment that has characterized his tenure 
on the Board and which has stamped him as an expert on town govern- 
ment, cannot help but be missed. As you take over the position of Elder 
Statesman, Willis, you may retire with confidence that you have done your 
job in a manner of which the whole town is proud.” 

On behalf of the banquet guests and as a token of their friendship 
and their appreciation of a distinguished record of public service, 
Selectman John H. White in a felicitous speech presented a 21-inch 
television set to Mr. McLean and his family. Mr. McLean responded 
feelingly, and so ended a most memorable occasion.

The Warrant called for the election by ballot 
of five Selectmen, one Town Treasurer, one Collector of Taxes, one Moderator, all 
for one year; One Member of the Town Planning Board for five years; One 
Asssessor of Taxes for three years; Two Members of the School Committee for 
three years; two Members of the Public Library Trustees for three years; One 
Commissioner of Trust Funds for three years. 

The proper service of the Warrant was attested by Timothy A. Cullinane, 
Constable of Walpole. All the requirements of the States and Town By-Laws 
relating to Elections were complied with. 

P irsuant to the foregoing warrant, at a legal meeting of the inhabitants of 
Precinct 1 of the Town of Walpole, qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, 
met in the Blackburn Memorial Building, in said Walpole, on

at 7:30 A.M., and the inhabitants of Precinct 2 of said Town of Walpole, qualified 
to vote in elections and town affairs, met in the East Walpole Fire Station in said 
Walpole, and the inhabitants of Precinct 3 of said Town of Walpole, qualified to 
vote in elections and town affairs, met in the Community House, in South Walpole, 
in said Town of Walpole, on the same date and the same hour to bring in their 
votes for the officers as called for in said Warrant. 

The meeting in Precinct 1 was called to order by Chester B. Gove, Warden 
of said Precinct, duly qualified for office, who acted as Presiding Officer. He was

George Wallace. 

The meeting in Precinct 3 was called to order by Richard J. Quinn, duly 
qualified Warden of said Precinct.

Voted: that the sum of $140,000.00 be and the same is hereby appropriated for 
the purpose of constructing a fire and police station and equipping and furnishing 
the same, all substantially in accordance with plans submitted to the Town by 
the Committee appointed to study the housing of fire apparatus and other municipal 
property, and that the sum of $140,000.00 be raised as follows: $30,000.00 from 
the Excess and Deficiency Account, $30,000.00 by appropriation from the general 
tax levy, said sum being a sum more than equal to twenty-five cents on each one 
thousand dollars of the valuation for the year 1951, and the balance of $80,000.00 
by issuance of bonds or notes under authority of Chapter 44 of the General Laws, 
payable in not more than ten years from their date. Other particulars as to forms, 
maturities, interest rate, issuance and sale of said issue of bonds or notes shall be 
determined by the Town Treasurer with the approval of the Board of Selectmen.

The Warrant was issued by the Selectmen under date of November 26, 1952 
and was signed by Willis D. McLean, John H. White, John J. Burke, Edward J. 
Delaney and Levi S. Thompson, Selectmen of Walpole. The proper service of 
the Warrant was attested by Timothy A. Cullinane, Constable of Walpole. All 
the requirements of the Statutes and By-Laws relating to Town Meetings were 
complied with. 

Pursuant to the foregoing Warrant, a Special Town Meeting of the Inhabitants 
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of the Town of Walpole, qualified to vote in Town affairs, was held in the 
Auditorium of the High School in said Walpole, on 


Monday, December 15, 1952 at 8:00 P.M. 


All the Statutes and By-Laws having been complied with, concerning the calling 
of a Special Town Meeting, and a quorum being present, the meeting was called 
to order by the Moderator, William O. Forssell. 

On motion made and seconded, it was 

Voted: to waive the reading of the Warrant. 


Article 1. No action taken under this article. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate, raise and appropriate 
by transfer, raise and appropriate by borrowing a sum of money for the Water 
Department Maintenance Account, or do or act anything in relation thereto. 

On motion made and seconded, tt was 
Voted: that the Town transfer from the 1952 Water Receipts $4,700.00 for the 
Water Department Maintenance Account. (Unanimous affirmative vote). 


Article 3. To see if the Town will hear the report of the Board of Selectmen 
relative to the construction of a gravel wall well at the Mine Brook Well Site as 
voted at the Special Town Meeting held on September 10, 1951 or do or act 
anything in relation thereto. 

Mr. McLean, Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, gave a report concerning 
the Mine Brook Well Site. He explained that, if there were no objections, the 
Selectmen will go ahead with the gravel packed well (wall) at Mine Brook Well 
Site as voted September 10, 1951. No objections were raised and no vote was 
taken. 

Mr. McLean explained that the well would not probably yield as much water 
as was first expected, but that it would yield sufficient during the dry months to 
warrant development of the well. He also explained that the cost would be 
approximately $23,000.00 instead of the $50,000.00 at first expected and voted 
at the September 10, 1951 meeting.

To see if the Town will accept a report of the Board of Survey 
and accept Charlesgate Road, as shown on a plan by Bradford Saivetz, Registered 
Land Surveyor, dated May 15, 1950, or do or act anything in relation thereto. 
(Petition of Chester Parasco ) . 

On motion made and seconded, tt was 

Voted: that the Town accept a report of the Board of Survey and accept Charlesgate 
Road, as shown on a plan by Bradford Saivetz, Registered Land Surveyor, dated 
May 15, 1950. 

A favorable report was given by the Board of Survey on both Articles 4 and 5. 

No further business to come before the meeting, the meeting was declared 
dissolved by the Moderator at 8:22 P.M.
